FRESH  ALPINE  AND 
PERENNIAL  SEEDS 

For  Immediate  August  Sowing 

The  following  seeds  have  been  recently  collected  on 
our  Nursery.  Excellent  results  will  be  obtained  by  sowing 
these  fine  items  immediately.  Sow  in  a  protected  spot, 
preferably  a  cold  frame,  so  that  the  seedlings  will  not  be 
too  exposed  dui’ing  the  winter.  The  young  plants  should 
make  a  strong  growth  before  cold  weather  sets  in,  and 
they  will  winter  successfully.  We  do  not  advise  a  later 
sowing  than  August  twentieth  in  this  climate.
